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CLAIMS: I claim:

(a) a relatively firm generally wedge shaped foundation 
having a sloped face, a base, a back and two sides, the 
face being oriented at an acute angle from the base to 
define a generally ,wedge shape, the face further having an 
obtuse angle generally at it ! s midpoint which orients an 
upper portion of the face at a higher ajxgle^ than a lower 
portion; r / 

(b) a softer top cushion having an/upper and lower portion 
secured ^to" the face; and / 

(c) a means for supporting occupant's lumbar region in. a 
relatively natural lordotic/ curve comprising a generally, 
semi-elliptically shaped cylindrical firm lumbar support on 
the lower portion of the /relatively firm foundation. 

2. The backrest/leasure chair of claim 1 wherein said 
means for supporting a natural lumbar lordotic curve is a 
relatively firn/ generally semi-elliptically shaped 
cylindrical con/our on the foundation, with the softer top 
cushion having a hollow that corresponds to the semi- 
el lipticallv^ shaped contour, placed over the foundation. 

3. Thef backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 wherein said 
general/1 y wedge shaped foundation has a convex contour on 
the 1/ower portion of said face for supporting the lumbar 
curVe of the user in a relatively natural lordotic curve, 
when a top cushion of is placed over it, and wherein the 
t!op cushion generally follows the convex contour of the 
'foundation. 
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4. The backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 wherein said, 
generally wedge shaped foundation has means for supporting 
armrests^ through securing the armrests to generally/the 
lower half of the face of the foundation. / 

5. The backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 wherein the 
generally midpoint on the face has a means for /Cradling the 
middle range of the occupant 1 s thoracic vertebrae. 

6. The backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 wherein said 
obtuse angle, is between about 160 degrees and about 170 
degrees. - \ - / 

7. The backrest/leisure cha^r of' claim 1 wherein the acute 
angle of the lower portion vof /the. gelierally wedge shaped 
foundation relative to a hori/zontal plane is between about 
20 degrees and about 70 degrees. 

8. The backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 further 
including a seat cushicm having an attachment means secured 
to the lower portion of the foundation, suitable for 
providing comfort /to the buttocks when sitting on the 
floor, and at they4ame time preventing the occupant of said 
leisure chair f/om slipping down out of position. 

9. The back/est/leisure chair of claim 8 further including 
an unattached legrest cushion for supporting the lower legs 
of the u^er, and having an anti-slip surface on the bottom 
of it 1 s/ upholstery . 

10. /The backrest/leisure chair of claim 1 wherein a pillow 
is /provided for a head rest, and wherein the pillow has an 
/alztachment means to secure it near the top of the generally 
Wedge shaped foundation. 


A back res t/JLeirfure chair comprising: 
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(a) a relatively firm generally wedge shaped foundatj 
having a face, a base, a back and two generally trianoular 
sides, with the base being positioned parallel/ to a 
horizontal plane such as a floor or bed, and the f^ce being 
oriented at an acute angle relative to both the base and 
the horizontal plane to define a generally Wedge "shape, 
wherein said face has an upper portion and a /Lower portion, 
wherein said upper portion has an average p/tch relative to 
the horizontal plane and said lower portion has an average 
pitch relative to the horizontal plane", and wherein said 
face further has a contour which orients the average pitch 
of upper portion of the face at a greater incline than the 
average pitch of the lower portion,; 

/ 

(b) a means for support ing/occ,upant 1 s lumbar region in a 
relatively natural lordotic a(i^ve comprising a generally 
semi-elliptically shaped cylindrical firm lumbar support on 
the lower portion of the (re&ativel^- firm foundation; and 

(c) a top cushion havang an upper and lower portion 


secured to the face/ of the generally wedge shaped 
foundation^ 

12. The backrest/ left sure chair of claim 11 wherein the top 
cushion is integral and continuous with the generally wedge 
shaped foundati< 

13. The backrest/ lei sure chair of claim 11 wherein the 
firm foundation has an ILD firmness of at least 30 pounds. 

14. The fcfackrest/leisure chair of claim 11 wherein the top 
cushion /has an ILD firmness of less than 41 pounds. 

15. /The backrest/leisure chair of claim 11 wherein said 
means for supporting a natural lumbar lordotic curve is a 
relatively firm generally semi-elliptically shaped 
cylindrical contour on the foundation, with the softer top 
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cushion having a hollow that corresponds to the ^emi- 
elliptically shaped contour, placed over the foundation. 


16. The backrest/leisure chair of claim 11 whferein said 
generally wedge shaped foundation has a convex contour on 
the lower portion of said face for supporting the lumbar 
curve of the user in a relatively natural/ lordotic curve, 
when a top cushion of is placed over \JL 9 and wherein the 
top cushion generally follows the convex contour of the 
foundation. / 7 


17. The backrest/leisure chair/of claim 11 wherein the 
generally midpoint on the face hfks a means for cradling the 
middle range of the occupant 1 s thoracic ver^jebrae, 


18. The back rest /lei^re^hair^o^^aim 11 wherein said 
obtuse angle^is between about J4>0 degrees and about 170 
degr€es7 



19. The backrest/ le^&ure chair of claim 11 further 
including a seat cusjaaon having an attachment means secured 
to the lower portion of the foundation, suitable for 
providing comfort to the buttocks when sitting on the 
floor, and at/the same time preventing the occupant of said 
leisure cha^r from slipping down out of position, 

20. TJie backrest/leisure chair of claim 2-G--~Turther 
including an unattached legrest cushio^f^^^supporting the 
lower legs of the user, and having-^n anti-slip surface on 
the bottom of it f s upholste] 


A backrest/leisur^chair comprising: 


(a) a genially wedge shaped support foundation having an 
inclined face, said face comprising^an upper portion and a 
lower portion, with the lower ^p^rtion of the face being 
oriented at an acute angle relative to a horizontal plane 
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as a floor or bed, said further having a coilvex 
contour on the lower portion of said face for s\*p{>orting an 
occupants lumbar region in a relativelv^n^tural lordotic 
curve, said convex contour being gen^r^lly uniform in cross 
sectional shape like an semi-el>iptically shaped cylinder, 
said face further having ^a valley on the face of the 
generally wedge shaped/foundation generally in the area 
where the upper portion and lower portion meet resulting in 
the upper portiop/of the face being on average oriented at 
a higher angle^ relative to the horizontal plane than the 
lower portion on average, wherein said valley provides a 
means for/cradling an occupant's thoracic curve; 



(k) a/^£_^shion. having an upper and lower portion secured 
to tne face of said generally wedge shaped foundation-
